How often have Images 
walked on foot, if you will believe it, the Bells ſtruck alone with- 
out help, the Angels like Choriſters chant it in Canterbury Minſter, 
and play upon Dw»ftax's Harp; the Apoſtles to come down from 
Heaven, to help B3fil to ſay Maſs? Theſe Lying Miracles were feign- 
ed by Cheating Paicſts, to confirm ſtrange Lyes, and cozen ſimple 
People of their Coyne: For how often hath a Spirit been appre- 
hended: by a Magiſtrates. Angels ſtripe, and our Lady ſent to her 
Cell? All of them have been notably whipt, ſo that they had bet-. 
ter haye been in Purgatory.” Theſe had a ſhew of Miracles, but were 
not really ſo. Nay, how have they pretended to confirm their Maſs 
with Miracles, and the Tranſubſtantiation ? Witneſs that Pillar of- 
Fire from Heaven falling to the Earth. upon that place, whereby the 
negligence of the Prieſt, as the Legexd doth report, the Body of Go4 
ſell out. of the Pix upon the Grals, that Pillar of Fire ſhining like.

Neither repented they of their murders, ( mark 
that) nor of their Sorcerics, nor of their Fornication , nor of their 
Thefis, Thus you ſee ſhe is an impeniteht Whore , a brazensfaced 
Harlot, ſhe is not aſhamed of any thing tbe hath done againſtiGod, ' 
or his Peoplc.
